Scarcely  bad  ihe  details  of  the  shooting  of 
Colonel  Slatbace  of  St  Louis  been  pg blieb- 
ed  wbea  word  cams  of  another  a^d  more 
serious  tragedy  at  Knoxville,  Tenn.  In  the 
first  case  them  appear*  to  have  been  justifies- 
fon  for  the  act  on  the  principle  of  self-d>*- 
fouae.  whose  sacredneaa  even  the  law  re 
specie  It  is  possible  even  ini  that  Instance 
that  lees  violen*  means  woula  have  proved 
to  have  been  ao  adequate  protection :  vet  as¬ 
suming  the  approach  of  armed  men  wlfh  the 
intent  to  work  mischief;  allowing  what  the 
party  who  shot  the  other  claims,  men  will 
condone  the  taking  of  life.  ^ 

But,  pi  the  other  case  legal  means  would 
> have  answered  every  needful  purpose.  Wbea 
a  man  threatens  the  life  of  the  other,  as  did 
General  Mabry  threaten  to  shoot  Major 
OCuMMOR  at -eight,  the  law  providM  for 
pmsecutioa  and  fur  dm*  he*  safeguards.  The 
turning  of  the  tables  and  shooting  the  other 
mao  on  sight  was  murder.  The  end  was 
i  trebly  dreadful.  Three  lives -aver*  sacrificed 
in  a  few  minutea.  Major  0'CoffffOit  shouts 
General  Mabry,  ia  himself  shot  by  the  sou 
of  the  latter,  sad-ax  the  same  moment  shoots 
the  bob,  aad  ill  three  die  oo  the  spot. 

The  prominence  of  all  the  parties  and  the 
wealth  of  Majur  O'Cojrxoa  have  called 
greater  attention  than  would  otherwise  have 
been  given  to  the  tragedies.  The  lesson  is 
plainly  a  failure  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
life.  Ia  other  times  and  in  comparatively 
rude  and  semi-civilised  communities  occur¬ 
rences  like  the  above  were  k  matter  of 
course.  But  when  and  where  civilising  an  1 
Christianising  influences  are  at  work  a  high 
er  estimate  is  supposed  to  be, placed  upon 
life,  and  its  taking  is  regarded  with  greater 
horror.  This  is  whpt  needs  to  be  inculcated 
more  carefully  by  all  possible  menus  in  all 
place*.

THE  TELLOW^FEVgR. 

The  hopes  cherished  weeks  ago  of  the 
speedy  abatement  of  tbe  yellow  fever  at  tha 
South  have  been  disappointed.  In  despite 
of  the  utmost  efforts  the  disease  has  conttn 
ued  la  increase.  Several  thousand  have 
been  prostrated  by  it,  and  hundreds  have 
died.  We  are  subject  to  nothing  at  the 
North  that  cum  paras  with  th^s  scourge  of  the 
South  except  malaria  which  is  essentially  a 
mild  form  of  the  same  disease,  without  the 
features  of  contagion  End  without  the 
violent  and  fatal  results.  « 

It  ia  largely  connected  with  an  excessive¬ 
ly  w  arm  climate,  yet  is  liable  to  spread  into 
£tether  regions;  and  against  It  a  strict  guard 
u  maintained  in  our  ports.  Its  presence 
sod  ravage*  are  not  wholly  due'  to  an  in¬ 
scrutable  Providence,  but  are  to  be  traced  to 
defective  drainage,  the  air  being  fed  from 
ground  saturated  with  corrupting  matter  and 
breeding  the  seeds  sf  disease. 

Memphis,  sorely  afflicted  a  few  years  ago 
with  the  scourge,  at  last  profiled  bv  its  su  - 
fe rings,  and  by  means  of  sewerage  and  at¬ 
tention  to  other  sanitary  conditions  has  se¬ 
cured  the  promise  of  future-exemption  from 
,  the  pestilence.  A  careful  atteotion  to  these 
''things  would  do  much  towards  abating  even 
malaria  in  places  afflicted  with  this,  dreaded 
yet  not  commonly  deadly  complaint,  which 
has  spread  widely,  during  the  last  few  years, 
over  pans  of  the  land  where  heretofore  it 
was  unknown.

The  brewery  build¬ 
ing  is  constructed  of  atoue  and  mm,  aud  the 
floor  ia  laid  with  asphalt.  Xu  the  upper 
story  ia  a  melt  cleauer,  from  which  the  uialt 
passes  by  an  i.oa  chute  to  the  fleer  below, 
where  it  ia  received  in  wagons  Jor  distribu¬ 
tion  throughout  the  works.  When  the 
cleaner  remained  in  action  for  some  time 
th*  friction  of  the  malt  on  the  iron  chute 
generated  electricity,  which  produced  a  own- 
Uuaous  stream  of  «jv»y»  The  wait  itself 
crackled,  and  sparks  flaw  from  it  to  the 
bonds  of  the  workmen.  When  Dr.  Bre¬ 
men*  was  called  iu  to  investigate  the  ph»- 
nuiueuoo,  he  showed  how  the  asphalt  flour 
insulated  the  molt  room  from  th*  rest  of 
the  building,  ao  that  \  it  became  a  large  Ley¬ 
den  jar  charged  by  the  elecirieity  geueroied 
by  th*  friuliun  of  the  malt  mbbiug  on  the 
iron  chut*  end  on  itself.
